THE HAGUE (UPI) - The 
Sunday outing will have to be 
a walk for most Dutch this 
weekend under a ban on 
almost all motor vehicles an¬ 
nounced Tuesday by the gov¬ 
ernment to cpnserve the 
country’s oil and gas supplies 
cut off by eight Arab nations. 

The ban will api)ly to cars, 
motor bikes and motorboats, 
but not taxis, emergency 
vehicles or buses taking fans 
to sports events, Economic 
Affairs Minister Ruud Lub¬ 
bers said. Motorized bicycles, 
will also be exempt. Algeria, 
Iraq, Kuwait, the United Arab 
emirates, Qatar, Oman, Libya 
and Saudi Arabia have 
banned oil exports to the 
Netherlands.

Canadian oil companies had 
agreed last summer to freeze 
prices until the end of Jan¬ 
uary, but Venezuela’s an¬ 
nounced intention to hike by 
56 per cent the cost of its 
crude oil exports has prompt¬ 
ed Gulf Oil Co. to announce a 
one-cent-a-gallon price in¬ 
crease. 

Macdonald told Conserva¬ 
tive leader Robert Stanfield 
Tuesday the Gulf price in¬ 
crease “does constitute a 
breach of the freeze.” 

Gulf had informed the fed¬ 
eral government of its inten¬ 
tion “and we specifically re¬ 
quested the company not to 
do so and that it should await 
a government decision in this 
regard,” Macdonald said. 

“I anticipate being able to 
make an announcement in 
this regard on Nov. 1. I regret 
that the company has not pur¬ 
sued the request that I’ve 
made, and which has been 
honored by all other compa¬ 


nies not to increase prices ei- 
tlicr east or west.” 

Macdonald said also he was 
not in a position to say how 
the Venezuela price hike 
would effect Canadian con¬ 
sumers, although he had said 


earlier it w«>uld have a 
“serious impact.” 

“I think we will have to 
keep a close watch on the 
landed cost of oil at Montreal 
to make a more precise eval¬ 
uation of the Impact on the 
domestic prices in Canada 
that would cause,” he said.

OTTAWA (CP) — For the 
first time since Confederation, 
the responsibilities of the au¬ 
ditor-general’s department 
will be reviewed “in all its 
aspects,” Auditor-General 
James Macdonell announced 
Tuesday. 

Macdonell, in his first ap¬ 
pearance before the Commons 
public accounts committee, 
introduced the members of a 
three-man study group he 
commissioned to make the re¬ 
view, saying a review is need¬ 
ed before a new auditor- 
general act, now being draft¬ 
ed, is introduced. 

Cost of the study is estimat¬ 
ed at $123,000 and will take 
seven to nine months. 

Chairman of the group is J. 
R. M. Wilson, Toronto, recent¬ 
ly retired senior partner of 
Clarkson, Gordon and Co. and 
a past president of the Cana¬ 
dian Institute of Chartered 
Accountants. 

Other members are Marcel 
Belanger, Quebec City, an 
economics professor at Laval 
University and former chair¬ 
man of the Quebec royal com¬ 
mission on taxation; and A. 
Lome Campbell, a Winnipeg 
lawyer and former president 
of the Canadian Bar Associa¬ 
tion. 

Macdonell said the indepen¬ 
dent study is needed to keep 
the auditor-general’s office in 
line with changing conditions.

tury, the involvement of gov¬ 
ernment in the lives of Cana¬ 
dian citizens, and the magni¬ 
tude of both taxation and gov- 
e r n m e n t spending, have 
grown enormously,” he said.

Egypt and Israel 
agreed Tuesday on an 
exchange of wounded 
prisoners of war, but 
failed to work out an 
over-all prisoner-i-elease^^.^ 
agreement. 

Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan told the Israeli parlia¬ 
ment of the agreement for an 
immediate exchange of 
wounded PoWs. 

Tliero were these other de- 
velo|>ments in the Middle East 
situation: 

• The White House an¬ 
nounced in Washington that 
Premier Golda Meir of 
Israel will confer 'Thursday 
with President Nixon. The 
U.S. president is scheduled to 
meet before then with Egyp¬ 
tian and Soviet envoys. 

• Slate Secretary Henry 
Kissinger plans to visit Cairo 
and other Middle East capi¬ 
tals early next week in a bid 
to speed negotiations between 
Israel and its Arab foes, of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday night. 

• Along the Suez-area 
ceasefire line, the United Na¬ 
tions established new observa¬ 
tion posts, tightening sur¬ 
veillance there. 

• A UN spokesman in 
New York said the UN peace 
force will try to get the Arab 
and Israeli armies back to the 
posiUons they held when the 
first ceasefire w'as declared 
Oct. 22 thi-ough “consultations 
with all parties at all levels.” 

Kissinger plans to go on to 
China from the Mideast, after 
a rest sb^ in Pakistan. He 
is scheduled to meet with Chi¬ 
nese leaders in Peking begin¬ 
ning Nov. 10. 

Besides Cairo the secretary 
of state is likely to visit Jidda 
for talks with Saudi Arabian 
leaders, and possibly Amman 
Jordan. He will not visit Jeru¬ 
salem, which initially had 
been understood to be part of 
his itinerary. 

Kissinger probably will 
leave for the Mideast Sunday. 

Tlie trif) surfaced as the 
pace quickened in three-sided 
exploratory talks involving 
the U.S., Egypt and Israel.

OTTAWA (CP) — C^anadian forces will do every¬ 
thing from cooking to driving trucks when they join the 
new United Nations emergency force in the Middle 
East. 

They will provide air transportation, com- 
munirattons, engineering, cooking, maintenance of 
their oX\n equipment and supply water, fuel and other 
needs. Defence Minister James Richardson told report¬ 
ers Tuesday. 

He gave the details after External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell Sharp announced in the (Commons that Chnada 
has accepted a UN request to join the 7,000-man force 
in a support role. 

Richardson said between 300 and 400 men could be in 
the Middle East within seven days. 

Jeeps to Helicopters 

They w’ill have 350 Canadian vehicles, from jeeps to 
five-ton trucks, three Buffalo aircraft and three Huey 
helicopters as they supply all support for the entire UN 
force. 

Most of the equipment will be flown to the Middle 
East although a sea shipment could be necessary later. 

Richardson said it is too early to say the exact size 
of the Canadian forc^, but it will be between 1,000 and 
1,500 men. 

Many of the men wnuld be taken from the Canadian 
Airborne Regiment based in Edmonton, the outfit desig¬ 
nated to provide peacekeeping roles. 

Specialists Combined 

But the regiment, including support units, amounts 
only to about 900 men so the forces will have to draw 
specialist troops from other units. Signallers probably 
will come from a unit in Kingston, Ont. 

About 600 men of the airborne regiment returned 
this week from routine desert training in California. 

Richardson said the Canadians will be armed with 
side arms, rifles and machine-guns for defence of their 
base, the site of which has not been determined. 

This is different from recent Vietnam observer ex¬ 
perience when the men carried only pistols for personal 
protection.

Nixon Critic Touted as A-G 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Republican 
Senator William Saxbe, of Ohio, who 
once accused President Nixon of having 
“taken leave of his senses,” may be 
Nixon’s ne^^t attorney-general. 

Informed Senate sources said the 
president Would meet with Saxbe today 
and offer nim the job. 

Saxbe told reporters Tuesday that 


White House chief of staff Alexander 
Haig had asked him-4f he were interest¬ 
ed in the post, and that he was indeed 
interested. He said the FBI was check¬ 
ing his background, but that, as of then, 
he had no firm offer from Nixon. 

Saxbe. 57, recently announced he 
would not run again for the Senate 
when his term expires at the end of 
next year, but wanted to return to his 


Ohio cattle farm. He served three 
terms as attorney-general of his state. 

Saxbe often has backed Nixon on 
major legislation, but also has been an 
outspoken critic. Referring to the pres¬ 
ident’s statements on Watergate, he 
once said: “He (Nixon) Is like the man 
who plays piano In a ^^se of iU repute 
and says he doesn’t know what’s going 
on upstairs.” ,

Addicts received rapid and complete relief 
from withdrawal symptoms through treat¬ 
ments that lasted about 30 minutes with 
needles being applied to the ear lobes. They 
were given two or three treatments a day for 
the first thi*ce da>-s. followed by one per day 
for the ne.xt four or five days. 

I have nothing further on this experiment 
at the moment, I can offer no proof that it 
worked. However. I know' of nothing but fail¬ 
ure from Western medical cures and I tliink 
it obligatory on the part of the West to delve 
into and thoroughly examine these claims of 
acupuncture relief for addicts. But even with 
the problem as acute as it is, I honestly don’t 
hold out much hape Uiat western medicine 
w ill make such a serious evaluation . . .

Murmurs Frequent

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My son 
who just turned three has 
been to our doctor since birth, 
but today w’hen I took him for 
his checkup the doctor told 
me he has a heart murmur. 
He didn’t tell me where it 
came from and just said not 
to worry. 

Can you please tell me how 
did he get it and is there any¬ 
thing he shouldn't do? I am 
worried.—Mrs; W. L. 

Hearts, particularly chil¬ 
dren’s hearts, are full of 
strange little sounds which 
often are rather unimportant. 
Among these are so-called 
murmurs, little sounds be¬ 
tween normal heart beats.

Such murmurs occur fre¬ 
quently in children. I dare say 
a doctor w’ill find such a mur¬ 
mur in about 50 per cent of 
the children past two or three 
years of age that come under 
his care. 

The causes can be any of 
three. In order of seriousness, 
they are: congenital (birth de¬ 
fect in the heart valves); ac-

Dayan said th^ Egyptians 
had agreed to supply the 
names of all Israeli prisoners 
in three days. He reported no 
success on the prisoner issue 
w’jth Syria. 

“We have encountered a 
blank wall.’’ he said. “There 
is no response and no hint of 
a shift.”

MONTREAL (CP) - Cana¬ 
dian Industries Ltd. an-, 
nounced Monday it has pur¬ 
chased 198,802 shares, about 
60 per cent of the outstanding 
common shares of Inland 
Chemicals Ltd., from seven 
shareholders at $7.50 a share.

The 
offer will remain oi:)en until 
Nov. 23 and could be extend¬ 
ed.

In other developments, the 
Syrian government stuck to 
its refusal to negotiate with 
Israel, and Israel com¬ 
plained Egypt had fired mis¬ 
siles at its reconnaissance 
planes. But Tel Aviv allowed 
more emergency food, water 
and medicine across the Suez 
canal to the 20,000 men of the 
isolated Egyptian 3rd Army. 

“Syria is not prepared to 
bargain, and negotiations with 
Israel would consequently be 
useless,” said Syrian Infor¬ 
mation Minister George Sad- 
dikni in Damascus. 

Reiterating the Syrian vie^v. 
he declared; “The problem 
can only be solved through 
complete Israeli withdrawal 
from occupied Arab terri¬ 
tories and the recognition of 
Palestinian rights.” 

A UN sperfeesman in Cairo 
re|>orted that Swedish troops 
had set up six obsenation 
posts along the Suez ceasefire 
line and are trying to link 
with the Finns in Suez city to 
the south. He said 53 more 
Finns and Swedes were due 
Tuesday night to swell the 
special UN emergency force 
to 660. It is scheduled to reach 
about 7,000.

Acquired malfunction, such 
as that associated with dis¬ 
eases such as rheumatic 
fe\ er, ^too, would probably 
have become suspected and 
w'atched for shortly after such 
a serious disease. 

Generally speaking, such 
murmurs are usually of Uie 
third type.

VANCOUVER (CPI — The 
British Columbia Federation 
of Labor approved a pay in¬ 
crease for its secretary- 
treasurer Tuesday, one day 
after Ray Haynes announced 
that he was quitting the post. 

Haynes said the increase to 
approximately $20,400 a year 
from $18,500 a year was in 
line with the average 9.8 per 
cent general increase in 
wages across Canada.

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Not So Great 


T he spectacular showing of the Liberal 

Party in Quebec is seen as a shining crown for 
federalism. Pramier Robert Bourassa’s sweep of 
seats in the election he called a year and half 
before his term of office was due to expire, wipes 
away separatist worries for many Canadians. The 
weight of his party’s win is taken as a put-down of 
gigantic proportion to the break-away wishes of 
^e Parti Quebecois which feels the province would 
be better off on its own, outside of confederation, 
with its predominating French tradition and back¬ 
ground. 

But it is not the gigantic propoition that it ap¬ 
peal's to be. 

Certainly the Liberal federalists have scored a 
gigantic victory and deserve the congratulations 
that came from across the country w^hen the re¬ 
sults first were made known: 99 of 110 seats, up 
from 72, with the separatists at six, one less than 
before — standings which, by time of publication, 
may have been changed by two or three seats, 
w'hich is neither here nor there. 

Premier Bourassa pulled off one of the 
greatest electoi-al landslides in Canadian history, as 
the Liberal win was described in the firat news 
stories. The rejoicing among those w'ho feel that a 
united Canada is the only way to go is warranted. 


The separatists are going to look lonely in the 
Quebec legislative assemblN. 

But those half-dozen go-it-aloners have 30 per 
cent of the voters of the province behind them. And 
this doesn’t make the put-down as big as it first ap¬ 
peal's. 

While not making any gains of seats in the 
legislature, the Parti Quebecois jumped from 23 to 
30 per cent in the popular vote. This is nearly as 
big a gain as the Liberals made in public support. 
The popular vote total for them is 54 per cent, up 
from 45 in the last election, which they received 
from an all but wipe-out of the two other parties in 
the race, the conservative-minded Union Nationale 
and Parti Ci-editiste. 

With nearly one-third of the province favoring 
bi-eak-away, separatism is going to remain a ci'iti- 
cal issue. 

There is the frightening prospect, too, that the 
extremists, w^ho may feel frustrated in the lack of 
representation in the house, will resort to the type 
of violence of October, 1970, to press their case. En¬ 
couraged by a 7 per cent increase in public backing 
of their cause, it is not beyond the realm of possi¬ 
bility that kidnapping and murder could return. 

On the face of it, there is reason for jubilation 
in I he blow that has been stiuck for federalism. 
But below the belt .. .?

Voting Changes 


T he proposed changes in the Municipal 
Act introduced in the B.C. legislature by Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs Minister James Lorimer are gener¬ 
ally in tune with the time. But there are some 
puzzling inconsistencies. Perhaps they result from 
an excess of socialist zeal, incompatible with rea¬ 
son. 

This newspaper has long held that tenants 
should have voting pow er equal to that of property- 
owners. In this day. apartment-dwellers are as sta¬ 
ble a part of the population in the cities as the 
house or condominium ownera. And they pay taxes 
-^indii-ectly, of course, but neveitheless no less 
costly than the taxes paid by home-owners. 

it was a step forward w^hen tenants were first 
allowed to ron for municipal office, although this 
led to the anomaly of tenants being able, as mayora 
and aldermen, to initiate money bylaws, but not to 
vote on them as citizens. The legislation now put 
foi'ward by Mr. Lorimer will remove this discrimi¬ 
nation, and will pennit tenants to have their say on 
municipal borrowing and spending programs. 

Furthei*more, it is sensible to provide that a 
bare majority instead of 60 per cent as at present 
will be a sufficient vote to pass a money bylaw or, 
for that matter, an incorporation or amalgamation 
referendum. 

It may be argued that a 60 pei- cent require¬ 
ment is insurance against recklessness. But there is 
little evidence that such insurance is now needed. It 
has usually been the case that councils have had to 
work hard to convince their votei-s that capital ex-' 
penditures are essential. 

But in calling for these advances. Mr. Lx)rimer 
has also proposed that non-resident property 


owners, and coi'porations, should be deprived of 
munieipal voting rights. Government is for people, 
the minister says, and people vote; land doesn’t 
vote, not in this day and age. Consequently, no one 
will be qualified to vote by ownei-ship, but only by 
residence. 

One suspects that here the government is car¬ 
ried away b> a hatc-the-capitalists feeling, for in 
this country and at this time it is still true that peo¬ 
ple own land. And owming land and buildings in a 
municipality, people surely should be entitled to 
vote on measures that will affect the value of their 
property, or for candidates who will pass such 
measures. 

If the government’s purpose were to e.xclude 
outsidera from the guidance of municipal affaire, in 
good sense it would have to bar non-residents from 
office as well as voting, and this it does not propo^. 
Indeed the amendments to the act include provision 
that someone who is on any municipal voters* lisb 
in the province may seek election in any other mu¬ 
nicipality. 

It is another evidence of inconsistency that the 
government is forced to admit that the non-cor¬ 
poration and residents-only voting rule cannot hold 
up in all circumstances. Exceptions can be made, 
Mr. Lorimer says, to allow coi'porations to vote on 
local improvement bylaws if there are no resident 
votere in the designated areas. And it is a certainty

FYench Foreign 
Minister Michel Jobert noted in his r^ent speech to die Unit-,^ 
cd Nations General Assembly. 

He was answering the question: l5bcs. Europe already 
exist, is it really going to*fexist7 

The coming together of the nine nations of the European 
Community — their effort to forget antagonisms, adjust their 
policies and ensure their .ioint well being — deserves to be 
encouraged "from the bottom of the heart.” Mr. Jobert 
added. 

Last year in these columns we pi'aised the initiative 
taken by four of West Eiirope’s leading newspapers to help 
build a European consciousness. During 1972 the four — Le 
Monde of Paris, The Times of London, Die Welt of Hamburg, 
and La Stampa of Turin — .jointly produced several special 
reports on European affairs which appeared as supplements 
in each newspaper. 

Now the four have carried their venture a stage further, 
and have started publication of a monthly economic review, 
called Europa. The monthly will be published simultaneously 
by the four, each in its own language, and will be lucked in¬ 
side the parent daily.

.Mr. Darlington of tlie Cana¬ 
dian Union of Postal Em¬ 
ployees has expressed hi.s 
views on the proposed govern¬ 
ment charge of $5.50 a day for . 
extended «*are patients, an in¬ 
crease of $4..)0 a day. 

It has been stated by gov¬ 
ernment and welfare workers 
that the elderly and crippled 
can well afford this increase 
with the help of tlie Mincome. 
These authorities ignore the 
fact that many of these citi¬ 
zens 'belong to a generation 
who would wish to pay their 
own way. 

The hospital care of $1 a 
days extends over all hospita¬ 
lization and it is quite under¬ 
standable that tliis is not suf¬ 
ficient for the expenses, build¬ 
ings and the sophisticated 
medical and surgical equip¬ 
ment needed in active care 
hospitals. 

Why take if from one 
group? Would not $2.1)0 a day 
across the lx)ard for all hospi¬ 
talization not bring in as 
much or more revenue to¬ 
wards these e.xpcnses? 

Many of those needing 
acute caro are only here for a 
.short time most of whom 
ran well afford an added $1.50 
a day. especially as they can 
gel insurance — but this does 
not apply to the extended care 
patient (who is only accepted 
if he or she is helpless.) WHien 
their savings have gone they 
need further government as¬ 
sistance. 

From a financial |)oinl of 
view tliis plan would l)c tak¬ 
ing money (Mincome) from 
one government pocket and 
putting il into the other (hos¬ 
pitalization.) On the other 
hand $2.50 a day for all hospi¬ 
talization would equalize the 
burden and also save public 
money. 

It is hoped that further con¬ 
sideration will be given to this 
matter Ixtfore it is finalized.

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U.S. ‘Alert’ Angered Europe, 

Talks with Warsaw Pact May Be Endangered 


Friction between the United States and some of 
its European allies over President Nixbn’s decision to 
place American forces on a worldwide alert without 
warning threatens to strain severely the unity of the 
NATO alliance. 

But just how much damaRC 
has been done will not likely 
become clear until East-West 
talks on mutual force reduc¬ 
tions in Europe, which open 
this week, progress beyond 
their initial stages. NATO 
allies placed great emphasis 
on their united stand prior to 
the meeting’s opening. 


Nevertheless, the view in in¬ 
formed quarters is that the 
alert, instituted in the midst 
of the Middle East crisis be¬ 
cause of American fears 
about Soviet intentions, raised 
tensions in the alliance. 


Most observers believe in¬ 
ternal wrangling in the alli¬ 
ance as well as the U.S.- 
Soviet split is certain to re¬ 
tard, to some extent, the 
progress which had been 
hoped for in the Vienna talk.s 
between NATO and the War¬ 
saw Pact. 

The countries of Western 
Europe, particularly West 
Germany and Britain, have 
let it be known that they wer«^ 
more than a little upset by 
Washington’s decision to call 
the alert without consulting 
with them in advance.

The Soviet Union has suggested that the United States 
military alert was an attempt by the Nixon administration to 
divert attention from domestic problerns. 

The official news agency Tass indicated the Kremlin line 
by quoting from a cfolumn by James Reston in the New York 
Times. It said it was Reston’s opinion “the administration 
needs a ‘crisis a day’ to shield itself from criticism at home.’’ 

Speaking of the alert and the Watergate tapes in an Ocl. 
26 column, Reston wTote: “ . . . But now' if he hands over'the 
tapes, people say he has doctored them, and even when he 
staggers from one move to another, he is met with the 
cynical remark: *A crisis a day keeps impeachment away.’ ’’ 

The Tass report was given added weight by being reprint¬ 
ed in Pravda, the Communist party newspaper. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Soviet press often uses Western press reports or 
parts of them to put forth a Kremlin position. Tlie Tass-Prav- 
da presentation of the issue didn’t carry the force of a direct 
Soviet allegation that Nixon was playing politics w'ith the 
alert, but would not have been printed if it didn’t min'or tlie 
Soviet position. 


Neither Tass nor Pravda reported Reston's assertion that 
Nixon placed U.S. forces on alert because his administration 
“did have solid information that the U.S.S.R. had put seven 
air-borne divisions on ‘high alert.’ that the big transports that 
had been airlifting war material from the Soviet Union to 
Egypt were suddenly withdrawn, that these transports were 
diverted to the Soviet Union close to the places where the 
seven Soviet airborne divisions were located.’’ 

U.S. State Secretary Heni-y Kissinger told a Washingbn 
news conference on the day of the alert that it w’as issued 
after “ambiguous” Soviet signs that the Kremlin might inter¬ 
vene to help out Egyptian forces trapped behind Israeli lines. 


There was no indication if the Tass report meant the So¬ 
viet Union was cooling toward Nixon and tlius going to zero 
in on his domestic troubles, a subject that has been almost 
ignored in the Soviet press. Nixon himself has been free from 
personal Soviet criticism since his first summit with Commu¬ 
nist party leader Leonid Brezhnev in May, 1972. 

Tass also quoted the British press as saying the U.S. 
alert was “prompted by domestic difficulties.’’

Tapes Used as Cover-Up? 

Cox Was On Trail of More Explosive Material 


Bv JOSEPH KRAFT, from Washington 

By turning the White House tapes over to Judge .lohn 
Sirica, President Nixon has bought himself—and the country 
a breathing spell. The congressional and judicial pressures 
against his authority are now slightly eased. 

But whether he can continue to govern abides as a ques¬ 
tion. Everybody will still want to think seriously about the 
possibility at using the present circumstance to organize the 
retirement of Nixon in favor of a person capable of giving the 
country more dependable and steady leadership. ,, 

To be sure, the turning over of the tapes is a great relief. 
It proves that the combination of pressure from the public, 
the congress and the courts can force even the most powerful 
and resolute official to back down. 

It also shows that the country is not beyond shocking. 
There are developments- and the firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox is one of them—so repugnant that 
they set in motion a tidal wave of opposition. 

fk -k it 

Still the tapes comprise only a narrow part of Nixon s 
troubles. Few knowledgeable people believe that they can 
resolve anything in an unambiguous way. Many savvy per¬ 
sons felt that all along the president was using them as a 
device to foil investigation of other more important matters. 

So there remain some immediate problems associated 
with the Watergate investigation. The most pressing by far is 
the need for an independent, prosecutor. Cox was clearly on 
the trail of highly explosive material pointing toward crimi¬ 
nal action by the president himself, his friend Charles Rebozo 
and several of his closest political associates. 

The justice department, which is under the president’s' 
orders, cannot possibly conduct an investigation that inspires 
public ccaifidencc. "nicre is simply no substitute for an inde¬ 
pendent prosecutor—preferably. Cox himself. So the incipient 


moves \rl llie .senate to establish that office will surely sx. 
forward. 

More impoiTant, there is the question of Nixon’s general 
standing in the country- effort to stamp out C!ox shows 
that the president and his praetorian cohort under Gen. Alex¬ 
ander Haig have lost touch with public opinion. 

Nixon was not even in touch with the thinking of his own 
party. Hours before the president decided to turn over the 
tapes, Bryce Harlow of the White House staff met with the 
Republican caucus in the House of Representatives. Hardly 
any members were prepared to stand up for the president. 
The one resolution offered called on the president to rescind 
the order firing Cox and to comply with die orders of the , 
court.

Partly bccaiisc he was out of touch witli opinion. Ni.xon for 
the last six months has been leading tlie country at a dizzy¬ 
ing pace over a staggering course of crazy developments. 
Time and time again he has been driven to the brink of crisis. 
U.S. standing in the world has been diminished as a result, 
along with respect (or authority in this country. And for 
w hat! 

Not certainly because of the tapes. That issue could have 
been settled months ago. The hard issue, the issue that will 
not down, is the apparent involvemant of tha prasident and 
his closest a.ssociates in the various scandals connected with 
Watergate. Either Nixon has something to hide, or he likes 
confrontation and crisis for its own Sake. ^ 

In any case, there is now no rapport between the presi¬ 
dent and moderate opinion in the country.

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Standard Rental 
Contracts Urged 


News Claim ‘Ridiculous’ 


By JON FERRY 
Colonist Roportor 

The vast majority of Jand- 
lord'tenant problems uould be 
eliminated if the provincial 
government printed standard 
rental agreements detailing 
responsibilities of both par¬ 
ties, says BiU Tindall, direc¬ 
tor of the Victoria Better 
Business Bureau. 

The agreements—-available 
foj* a nominal fee—should out¬ 
line the “basics’* of 4he B.C. 
Landlord and Tenant Act and 
provide « check-Kst covering 
the condition of the rented 
premises, said Tindall in an 
interview. 

The forms could allow for 
personal modification by both 
parties provided ’’require¬ 
ments were less than the re¬ 
quirements of the act.’’ 

Said Tindall; “Theie Lm’t 
one person in 10 that is aware 
of the landlord and tenant re¬ 
quirements lunder the act) 
... the responsibilities of the 
tenant and of tlie landlord 
need to be clarified and set 
out.’’ 

He urged the government to 
pay far more attention to pro¬ 
viding adequate “consumer 
Information and education.’* 
The provision of easy-to-un- 
derstand rental agreements 
would “without question elim¬ 
inate 70 per cent of the prob¬ 
lems that would come up.’’ 

Tindall’s call for standard¬ 
ization of rental agreements 
follows concern .over the dis¬ 
covery of tenancy contracts 
currenty in circulation in Vic¬ 
toria even tliough in apparent 
contradiction to the act. 

Victoria Rental Aid Service 
director James Nelson wrote 
Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald last week urging a 
moratorium on all tenancy 
agreements which appear to 
conflict with clauses in tlie 
•ct. 

Nelson claims tliat both 
landlords and tenants are 
unknowingly hoodwinked into 
believing such contracts are 
enforceable in a court of law 
even though they do not in 
fact conform with the act. 

Nelson found two such 
agreements on sale in Vic¬ 
toria. These, he said, could 
“get the landlord into quite a 
lot of legal trouble.’’ 


Meantime the manager of 
the stationery store selling the 
contracts has suspended the 
sale of the agreeme.nts pend¬ 
ing discussions between his 
lawyer and Macdonald.

The lights, says the Domin¬ 
ion Astrophysical Observa¬ 
tory, are interfering with the 
normal operations of star-gaz¬ 
ing. 

Mayor Peter Pollen agreed 
with council’s public works 
comiTiittee decision Tuesday 
to replace the objectionable 
streetlights at the rate of 1,200 
a year at an annual cost of 
about $2,400. 

Pollen also supported the 
committee’s recommendation 
to ask the federal government 
to share the cost, but he 
suggested that the city tread 
lightly. 

“If we’re not careful, they’ll 
tell us they will move the ob¬ 
servatory away from Vic¬ 
toria," he said. 

“And we wouldn’t w^ant that 
to happen," the mayor added. 

The city has a total of about 
6,000 mercury street li^ts 
and they’re to be replaced 
with “color-corrected lamps.”

A later vote on approval 
in principle of the bill was 
almost identical in favor, 36 
to 14, with Mines Minister L«o 
Nimsick absent from the gov¬ 
ernment side. 

During debate, Wallace said 
that though the bill had many 
faults, he hoped it might Im¬ 
prove the present poor plan¬ 
ning situations throughout 
B.C., and the sooner that hap¬ 
pened, the better. 

The Oak Bay member spe¬ 
cif icjdly attacked hospital 
planning in the Victoria area, 
>^aymg that the “delay and 
straight indifference on the 
part of many people in this 
city is nothing short of a dis- 
giace.” 

He said it was easier to get 
blood out of a stone than to 
get badly needed hospital fa¬ 
cilities built in Victoria. 

Wallace noted he didn’t 
think it was necessary to wait 
for the Foulkes report to get 
involved in health cai-o plan¬ 
ning because Foulkes likely 
wouldn’t know what he was 
talking about in the report 
anyway. 

Social Credit and Liberal 
members however said it was 
"ridiculous” to go ahead with 
the bill when the Foulkes re¬ 
port, expected ne.\t month, 
might suggest some complete¬ 
ly different plan. 

Gaide Gardom (L—Van- 
couver-Point Grey) said 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
was “pulling the rug out from 
under Foulkes” by insisting 
on pressing ahead with the 
bill now'. 

McOelland was e.xtremely 
critical of the bill which 
woultVset up a medical centre 
as a ^bpai'ate crown corpora¬ 
tion tfomplete with its own 
board of directors and wide 
powers in the health care 
field. 

The Socred MLA said he 
was convinced the bill would 
lead to the "total central¬ 
ization” of all health care in 
B.C. It should show hospital 
boai-ds that the “vmting is on 
the wall for their demise,” 
and probably doctors too. 

Patrick McGeer (L—Van- 
eouver-Point Greyl. himself a 
Medical researcher at UBC, 
said if the government went 
ahead, everything in the bill 
would have to be undone 
again soon anyway. 

To provide the best possible 
teaching, the educational fa¬ 
cilities needed to be adminis¬ 
tratively separate from hospi¬ 
tals used for diagnosis and 
treatment, he said, and this 
would not be the case under 
the proposed bill. 

He also objected to the idea 
that the board would be com¬ 
posed almost entirely of lay 
people rather than medical 
personnel. 

It was that point which 
drew Barrett’s fire and caused 
him to condemn the doctors 
as elitist. It was, said the pre¬ 
mier, the same as saying that 
only teachers should sit on 
school boards - a position ev¬ 
eryone would know was ridic¬ 
ulous. 

After Barrett finished his 
spirited speech, he was 
termed a “hysterical maniac” 
by Pat Jordan (SC — North 
Okanagan). She later with¬ 
drew the remark on orders 
from speaker Gordon Dowd- 
ing.

An over density of sports fishermen, and not fishing by 
commercial netters is the reason sports anglers arc ex¬ 
periencing progressively poorer salmon' fishing. 

At least that is the answer Federal Fisheries Minister 
Jack Davis is giving to sports fishermen who '^Tote to him to 
protest the wall of nets which sets up in Juan de Fuca Strait 
ahead of the sports fishing grounds. 

'T cannot accept the argument that commercial netting 
can completely deplete the salmon,” says Davis in a letter to 
sports fisherman Frank Pomeroy. 

Davis gave a similar answer to Albert Edge, who has 
been fishing Victoria waters for 45 years and watched the 
steady decline of sports salmon catches. 

t)avla told Edge he was confident this year’s scarcity of 
coho is not a trend. 

Edga isn’t satisfied with the answers he got from the fish¬ 
eries minister. Nor is Pomeroy. 

••Rubbish,” says Pomeroy. "We should invite Davis out 
to Sooke for a week’s fishing, eo he can see ^ 

nets do to the sports fishing. We could show him ho\^ the fish¬ 
ing drops drastically as soon as the nets go down, and picks 
up when they are lifted.” 

Some anglers fear the heavy concentration of nets In 
Juan de Fuca has resulted in a new breed of deep-running 
fish. 

They speculate that the nets, which were established in 
Juan de Fuca as recently as 1957 and are not traditional, 
acoop up most of the surface fish and only deep running 
salmon get by them. Over the yeara this, they believe, may 
have resulted in propogation of a race of deep-running fish 
whidi pass through the sports fishing grounds at depths too 
deep for sportsmen with light tackle to catch them. 

Sports fishermen are voicing fears tliat Davis is getting 
some poor advice from his department “experts” and is not 
really aware of the sports fishing situation as It does exist. 


In an open letter to all Interested in sports fishing. Includ¬ 
ing Fisheries Minister Jack Davis, Dick James, a Vancouver 
Island ^sports fisherman for 40 years, calls upon sports¬ 
men . r. “everyone associated with the salt water sports fish¬ 
ery to write to Victoria-area MPa Donald Munro and Alan 
McKinnon, expressing bitter resentment. 

“Do not write to the department of federal fisheries—you 
will get nowhere,” writei James. 

“Sportsmen, let’s start the warl” he says. 

“f consider the commercial aaltwater salmon industry an 
inters] part of the Canadian economy, end I hold no gru^a 
against any commercial fisherman. All we as sportsmen 
want i.s the rehabilitation of Vancouver Island rivers and our 
fair share of the catch,” says James. 

“Let us consider some facts,” he says, and lists his ob- 
len’stions. 

“Campbell River... 20 years ago... the Mecca of the 
world for tyee fishing, now nearly barren of tyee. 

Comox ... 15-20 years ago ... an abundance of tyee, 1973 
none. 

“Port Alberni . . . 15-20 years ago, hundred! of tyee right 
In front of the mill. Now, a few t>ee, brown water from the 
head of the inlet for at least 10 miles. Sports fishermen now 
travel down inlet to Franklin River, Nahmint Bay and even 
as far as San Mateo to angle for t>'ee. chinook, and coho. This 
year, netting w'as allowed in the inlet and they took a great 
many tyee and Chinooks. 

“Nahmint Bay ... up until 1969 hundreds erf tyee finning 
in the bay at dawn and duck . . . 197.3, four well-known fisher¬ 
men fishing eight days, dawn and dusk, total catch, sLx 
tyee . . . 1973 catch, poor. 

“Miracle Beach . . . 1973, first week of September, no 
coho, anglers traversing Strait of Georgia to Mitlenatch and 
Hemado Islands, weather permitting. 

“Saanich Inlet... 1957, Solarium Derby, largest salmon 
36 pounds, seven ounces. Seven salmon over 20 pounds 
weighed in in a nine-hour period .. . 1973, I doubt that eight 
* salmon of these weights will be registered during whole year. 

“Cowichan Bay. . . early 1960s, federal fisheries es¬ 
timates 60,000 coho in the Bay. Since then a steady decline in. 
both Chinook and coho populations. 

“These are the facts. Where did tlicy go? This is the 
same question the commercial fishermen will be asking in 
another 10 ye^rs,” says James. 

James notes that when the Amalgamated Consen-ation 
Society registered a complaint this year that American giU- 
netters were poaching in Canadian waters, federal authorities 
answered: “Our boats are not fast enough to catch them.” 

"This, I find hard to believe. Cowichan Bay, September 
and October, 1973, the sports boundary is being patrolled by a 
sleek, fibreglass cruiser with inboard-outboard engine quite 
capable of tiavelling at high speeds. 

"As a sports fisherman I am all in favor of the Cowichan 
Bay bou^ary. but why just police us. Why not, I ask you. 
Mr. Davis, police the whole industry. Do we, in 1974, have to 
cross the boundary in force, just to obtain our fair share of 
the catch?” asks James.

MONTREAL itJPl) - 
victory of the federalist Liber¬ 
als in Monday’s Quebec elec- 
. tions was a major setback for 
those who advocate separat¬ 
ing the province from Cana¬ 
da, but it may have created 
some new headaches for Pre¬ 
mier Robert Bourassa. 

First, the separatist Parti 
Quebecois did increase its 
popular vote from 23 per cent 
in 1970 to nearly 30 per cent in 
this, its second campaign. The 
support was too diRuse, how¬ 
ever, and the separatists won 
only six of the 110 seats in the 
National Assembly. 

The Liberals, with about 36 
per cent of the popular vote, 
swept 102 seats — the most 
stunning landslide in terms of 
seats in Quebec history, al¬ 
though there was ah all- 
Liberal assembly after the un¬ 
contested election of 1908 and 
the Liberals under then- 
Premier Jean Lesagc got 57

Redistribution of the elec¬ 
toral map was carried out fol¬ 
lowing the 1970 Quebec elec¬ 
tion in which the Parti Quebe¬ 
cois won only seven seats on 
23.1 per cent of the popular 
vote. 

“Mr. Bourassa knew what 
would happen in advance,” 
Morin charged. "His electoral 
map w'as just anodier trap.” 

Jacques Parizeau, Parti 
Quebecois economist, indicat¬ 
ed the party does not consid¬ 
er Monday’s vote a definitive 
rejection of separatism. 

He said that a previous in¬ 
dependence paiiy got six per 
cent of the vote in 1966. 

“In 1970 it was 23 per cent 
and today it is .30 per cent," 
he said. “These figures clear¬ 
ly indicate a trend.”

Earlier, mayors of Saanich, 
Oak Bay and Elsquimall gen¬ 
erally welcomed the proposed 
changes. 

Victoria politicians regard¬ 
ed parts of the legislation as 
badly thought- out and poorly 
phrased. 

Victoria Aid. Michael 
Young said; “It’s obvious we 
don’t need any further 
changes in legislation, we 
need a change in the min¬ 
ister.’’ 

Hei^ are a number of 
points raised by Pollen and 
Young: 

Proposed change: Only resi¬ 
dents of a municipality will be 
entitled to vote in municipal 
elections. Absentee landlords 
will no longer have a vote. 

Result; A person may run 
for elected office in a munici¬ 
pality, but not necessarily be 
allowed to vote. In case of 
Victoria city council, this 
wx>uld mean that Pollen and 
Aid. Malcolm Anderson (if re¬ 
elected) wouldn’t be able to 
vote in the city, because nei¬ 
ther of them lives in Victoria. 

Proposed change: Only oc¬ 
cupants of property must be 
notified of proposed zoning 
changes in thedr vicinity. Ah-

Pollen said he could under¬ 
stand the [>hilosophical rea¬ 
sons behind some of the pro¬ 
posed legislation, but “to 
transform it into cold political 
reality leads to absurdities.” 

He criticized Lorimer for 
preparing the changes without 
any consultation with munici¬ 
pal e-xpertise available for the 
asking. 

However, Mayor Hugh 
Curtis of Saanich said the 
amendments would “reform 
the election process in local 
government.” 

He expressed support for 
the abolition of the corporate 
vote by saying, “I subscribe 
to the principle of one man 
one vote.’* 

Curtis also w'elcomed the 
proposal to give tenants a 
vote on money bylaws. 

He also had praise for the 
proposed lowering to 50 per 
cent from 60 per cent of the 
majority to pass money 
bylaws. 

E s q u i m a 11 Mayor Art 
Young gave the proposed 
amendments his unqualified 
support. 

Oak Bay Mayor Frances El- 
foi'd expressed some disap¬ 
pointment over the govern¬ 
ment’s failure to clartfy the 
notification procedures in 
case of rezoning proposals. 

She also disapproved of the 
apparent proposal to have 
municipalities pay for their 
enumerations.

Real Estate Puzzle: Where Are the Brakes? 


Few would argue that the 
province’s first housing min¬ 
ister, Lome Nicolson, has in¬ 
herited one of B.C.’s biggest 
inflationary headaches. 

The diagnosis of the chronic 
housing situation is complicat¬ 
ed. 

Many factors are to blame: 
labor, materials, interest 
rates, higher standards—the 
list is endless. But, the most 
alarming increase has been in 
the cost of land, whether raw 
or serviced. 

Removing the land cost — 
which in many cases repre¬ 
sents the all-important down 
payment on a home — would 
be the most effective pain- 
reliever far this inflationary 
illness. 

Many question the means to 
achieve this. Some will argue 
that fast-buck speculation and 
tlie deliberate hoarding of 
land by developers are respon¬ 
sible for driving up prices. 
‘Take the market out of 
housing"’ by massive govern¬ 
ment land acquisition and the 
situation will stabilize the ai'- 
gument runs. 

Those in the real estate 
business favor “putting the 
market back into housing” by 
reducing or lifting many of 
the government festrictions 
on buildable land and seem- 
dngly endless municipal red 
tape, thus cooling off ^e mar¬ 
ket. 

Many suburban residents — 


some of whom bought their 
land and house under more 
favorable conditions than the 
present — are sick of the 
sight of indiscriminate ur¬ 
banization gobbling up the 
landscaj)e. They put strong 
pressure on their municipal 
councils for tighter land Con¬ 
trols and higher quality sub¬ 
division standards. 

New subdivisions have ever- 
higher servicing standards: 
sewers rather than septic 
tanks, high quality streets and 
underground wiring. 

Ordinary 6,000-square-foot 
serviced lots in Gordon Head 
selling for 57,500 to $8,000 a 
year ago now command 
$14,000 to $15,000 according to 
Saanich builder Frank 
Krieger. 

Most of the increase is sim¬ 
ply attributable to land infla¬ 
tion but Krieger estimates his 
servicing costs on the average 
lot have risen $2,000 to $5,000 
over the past couple of 
years. 

Builders also claim they 
face inordinately long delays 
(in some cases up to two 
years) in getting municipal 
subdivision approval. The loss 
of investment for the period 
is, of course, passed on to the 
home purchaser. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s freeze on agricultural 
land has been blamed for 
holding up subdivision 
pix)cessing, increasing munici¬ 


pal red-tape and accelerating 
speculation in unfrozen buil¬ 
dable areas. 

The booming land prices 
may create spiall fortunes for 
the fortunate few. But for the 
average Canadian, land-price 
inflation helps raise the price 
of everything he buys. 

Nicolson — who will not

which he says has something 
to please everyone, develop- 
e r s , suburban residents, 
builders and homebuyers.

Monthly Payments High 


With fhfe current wave of high interest ratc.s, 
the prime first mortgage rate currently obtainable 
through conventional loan is 10 to 10*4 per cent.. 

For .someone buying an existing house ap¬ 
praised at $30,000 (about 10 jier cent below the ex- 
jiected selling price) a down [layment of at least 
$3,000 would normally be required together with a 
mortgage insurance fee of $337 (1*4 per cent). 

Payments at a prime conventional rate of 10*4 
per cent would then be some $249 a month for prin¬ 
cipal and interest but not including municipal prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

For a man building a new $40,000 house, a 
down payment of at least $4,000 would be manda¬ 
tory together with an insurance fee of some $450. 


Payments would then be $332 a month excluding 
municipal property taxes. 

With a National Housing Act loan through an 
approved lender, the mortgaged amount is limited 
to $30,000 on all construction. The current rate is 
9% |)er cent. 

Direct loans through Central .'Mortgage and 
Housing Cor|K>ration and the federal government’s ' 
new home-ownership program could mean ratc.s 
below 8 per cent. 

Many would-be homeowners will qualify for a 
B.C. government grant of $500 and second mort¬ 
gage of $2,500 on an existing home and a $1,000 
outright grant and $5,000 .second mortgage on a 
new home. The mortgage interest is currently 
per cent. 


• Speed up municipal sub¬ 
division procedures. 

• Introduce a far-reaching 
government program of leas¬ 
ing land on a 50-to-60-year 
basis to individuals and co- 
o|>eratives. 

Under the leased-land pro¬ 
gram, a family would obtain 
a lease on government land 
for, say, $3,000 and .get its 
home built by a specially- 
approved builder for between, 
say, $24,000 to $36,000 for two 
or four-bedroom houses. 

Servicing of the govern¬ 
ment-assembled land would 
be done by municipalities and 
paid for by senior govern- 
ments^.jPrie"leased areas could 
be planned to include a wide 
v.ariety of different bousing 
t.vi)es, densities, and land¬ 
scaping features. 

One of the first such leased 
land schemes will almost cer¬ 
tainly be Saanich’s 100-acre 
land assembly designed for 
around 500 middle income 
families in the Royal Road 
area of the municipality. 

Initiated by Saanich in 1970 
under the terms of the Na¬ 
tional Housing Act, with a 
community plan prepared by 
municipal staff, the F)roject 
should get started next fall. 

The now community, which 
will be served by Northridge 
elementary school, will in¬ 
clude greenbelt and park 
areas and perhaps an ar¬ 


tificial lake situated in Pana¬ 
ma Flats and fed by Colquitz 
Creek. 

Victoria HDme Builders’ As¬ 
sociation president Chris Pike 
sees some snags in the go- 
vemment-leased program: 

• It may not catch on as 
most Canadians “want to own 
their piece of land ... a house 
is a i)ension policy to a lot of 
people.” 

• E.xperience elsewhere, 

especially in English “council 
estates” has shown that large 
government projects tend to 
bo “big and droary.” •• 

However, even Pike, an ad¬ 
vocate o^ lifting government 
restrictions on housing at all 
levels, admits that if the gov¬ 
ernment does what it says it 
will do, it could go a long way 
towards ending the housing 
problem. 

But, he says, “I haven’t 
seen any government any¬ 
where in the world in post¬ 
war years suddenly come up 
with all the answers.” 

If government getting into 
the land-banking business 
moans an orderly supfdy of 
land so that builders can get 
on with the .iob of building, 
then Pike’s all for it. “The 
vast ma.jority of builders feel 
this way.”

A possible legal obstacle to 
construction of the Reid 
Centre in. downtown Victoria 
was cleared away in Van¬ 
couver B.C. Supreme Court 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Justice F. C. Munroe 
ruled that Victoria had the 
power to extend certain time 
limits In a land-use contract it 
entered Into with Vancouver 
developer J. A. Reid for a 
two-tower apartment, hotel 
and commercial project bor¬ 
dering the Inner Harbor on 
Wharf Street. 

Purpose of the trial was to 
determine the legal status of 
(the land use contract. 

The Supreme Court judge 
was told that Victoria Is not 
opposed to the project but 
that the proposed develop¬ 
ment has aroused opposition 
by a substantial sectiem of 
Victoria residents, and about 
$200,000 has been spent on the 
project so far. Both the firm 
and Victoria asked for the 
court determination.

Proper Vitamin Use 
Would Slice Illness

Linus Pauling, eminent 
chemist, chamijion of vitamin 
C and the only man ever to 
win two unshared Nobel 
prizes, made a brief stoiwver 
in Victoria Tuesday, when he 
said that correct use of vi¬ 
tamins could cut illness in all 
age groups by as much as 75 
per cent. 

Pauling, 72, who admits to 
taking 6,000 mUligrams of vi¬ 
tamin C every day, told re¬ 
porters at a news conference 
that this and other vitamins 
improve genetic health, and 
reduce viral and bacterial dis¬ 
eases and heart problems. 

Earlier he had attended the 
Legislature where Premier 
Barrett introduced him as “a 
brilliant chemist and a great 
humanitarian.” 

At the press conference, 
Pauling said governments or 
church groups should set up 
educational programs telling 
people just how beneficial vi¬ 
tamins can be. 

The medical profession, 
meanwhile, was not doing a 
good job in the area of nutri¬ 
tion, said Pauling who 
sparked an international fur¬ 
ore by singing the praises of 
vitamin C. 


“The medical profession as 
a whole has ignored the con¬ 
cept of better health through 
better nutrition. 

“There has been enormous 
agitation over the last three 
years over my claims but the 
amount of opposition is no 
longer so great.” 

Pauling had just returned 
from a day in the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, where he 
had attended a seminar or- 
g a n i z e d by Dr. Hugh 
McGuire, a iJersonal friend. 
McGuire is advancing a 
scheme of bringing top-flight 
medicine to isolated regions 
through the use of satellite 
transmissions. 

The scientist said at the 
new's conference that the gov¬ 
ernment could supply the vi¬ 
tamin needs of the 7,000 resi¬ 
dents of the Queen Charlottes 
at a cost of''about $25,000 a 
year. 

Pauling, whose startling 
blue eyes and mental agility 
belie his age, also said that 
vitamins have a potential use 
in the widespread treatment 
of schizophrenia, another idea 
shunned by the medical es¬ 
tablishment. 

A researcher at Stanford 
University in dlalifomia, he 
won the Nobel Prize for

Mrs. Szalai, president of the 
Northridge Community Asso¬ 
ciation, said her group had 
written council early this year 
urging the area in question — 
bounded by Glanford, Vanal- 
man and Mann — be used for 
improved recreation facilities 
for the neighborhood. 

“They said they w'ould let us 
know ^fore any plans were 
made for the area, the first 
thing we hear is in the 
piqjer.” she said. 

Saanich plans for an indus¬ 
trial estate of nearly 1(X) acres 

— apparently contained in the 
still-secret report on munici¬ 
pal commercial-service land 

— were disclosed Monday by 
Aid. BiU Campbell. 

Mrs. Szalai wants a meeting 
at the earliest opportunity 
with council members to dis¬ 
cuss the proposal. She said 
opposition to such a proposal 
had been going on “for some 
years.” 

Following concern about 
two rezoning applications in¬ 
volving proposals ’for ware¬ 
house development in the 
area — one on Vanalman and 
one on Mann — Mrs. Szalai 
said she had visited Saanich 
municipal hall "every week 
since Februaiy trying to find 
out what was going on.” 

She was told the applica¬ 
tions ^and the question of lan 


estate for the area w'as being 
held up by Bill 42 — the agri¬ 
cultural land reserve bill. 

“They’re hoping that w’e 
will forget and then they’ll 
slip it in behind when we are 
not looking ... they are not 
really paying any attention to 
the people. 

However, Saanich planning 
chairman Aid. Frank Waring 
said Tuesday there was “no 
point in discussing it” until 
the current public hearings on 
the agricultural reserve were 
finished. 

As for the special report on 
municipal commercial-service 
land use presented to council 
last May, Waring said it was 
“still under wraps.” 

He personally thought it 
would have been better if the 
report had been discussed in 
public “right a^y.” 

Waring said "mat as far as 
he was concerned, any such 
proposal for an industrial es¬ 
tate ‘“won’t go ahead without 
community involvement.” 

Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis 
was unavailable for comment 
Tuesday night. 

Incumbent alderman Fred 
Severson and William Noel 
said Tuesday they wanted to 
be “disassociated” from any 
remarks made by Aid. Camp¬ 
bell, which they felt to be 
“premature.” 

Aid. Severson pointed out 
that he had gone on record as 
supporting ^an industrial es¬ 
tate in the Colwood-Langford 
area. He said Central Saanich 
could also be a possible loca¬ 
tion. /

The foods TB.S include 
things like cream soups, hol- 
hmdaisc and l)oarnaiso sauces 
maitre d’hotel butter for 
steak, anchovy butter for 
broiled fish; pastiy cream, 
and any whipped cream if it 
Is going to be s|KX)ned onto a 
foreign dessert like a Vien¬ 
nese torte. 

It really doesn’t matter if a 
young man or woman eats 
two or three hamburgers or a 
wliole pi/za downed with a 
< oke or two and followed by 
one or two banana splits. It’s 
just the sign of a growing boy 
or girl. Ti-adition. 

But I've seen, time and 
again, the fnan or woman who

The difference is tliat ham¬

I am constantly flabbei*gast- 
cd when I visit a steak liuusc 
and tlicy serve the steak witli- 
out a melted butter sauce. 
The paradox there is tliis: 
they will ser\'e you limitless 
butter on the side and tlie 
guest at table after table eats 
this on bread. ’This is ordinary 
and A. If you (loured half the 
amount naolled over a steak, 
it is fancy and TBS. 

Some peo[)le would react in 
horror at a bearnaise sauce 
(fancy and TBS) on a very 
small steak; and eat a steak 
three times as large without 
butter (ordinary and A). The 
latter is infinitely more fat¬ 
tening. 

My own theory about diet¬ 


ing: Eat what you will, but 
eat less.

Retirement for Ex-Premier 

. Has Not Been Inactivity

Like the sleigh-driver in Uie 
poeip by Robert Frost, tlic 
aging Joey Smallwood is a 
man with miles to go and 
promises to keep. 

Smallwood, Newfoundland's 
73-year-old former premier 
wh.) led the province into.C »n- 
federation in 1949 and ruled it 
until 1972-has just finished 
one |)o.<t - retirement pi\>ject. 
his mitobiography called I 
Chose i.'unada. 

In Victoria Monday to pro- 
m»)le the lx)ok, Smallw<K)d 
talked in an interview about 
what lies ahead: 

For a start, two more books 
a I least. One, a history of 
Newfoundland, he's already 
begun: anoUier, which would 
take him to China to study 
cJinmunes. he’s seriously 
thinking about. 

He also plans another trip 
to Cuba to make a documen- 
► 4ary film about education 
under the Castro government. 

“I’ll probably spend the rest 
of my life travelling and writ¬ 
ing." he said. 

“ I'As long as I’m busy with 
other things I’ve got no re¬ 
grets abc^t leaving politics.” 

But he doesn’t rule out tlic 
possibility of a |X)Jitical come¬ 
back. 

‘'People are pressuring me. 
Pm not looking for a iob. but 
a job might come looking for 
me.” 

Smallwood, a Liberal who 
likes to call himself a social- 
Kst. said that if he were to re¬ 
enter politics he would make 
a point of telling people 
“there’s not a socialist gov¬ 
ernment anywhere in the 
world better than a gexx! Lib¬ 
eral government.” 

Pudgy, five-foot, five-inches 
tall, he paced his hote^* room 
floor with a stride and bouncy 
energy befitting a much 
younger man. and gave a 
rambling definition of his ver¬ 
sion of socialism. 

”If you take power in a 
country or area with poverty, 
if you’re a socialist, the one 
thing you don’t do is social¬ 
ize that poverty. Ytxi don’t 
ha\e a jxjlicy of sharing |k»- 
verly. 

’^What you have is a |K)licy 
of developing industry and 
crealing new jobs. That calls 
for massive in jerlions of capi¬ 
tal: you go where the capital 
is. not on the breadlines, noi 
among the unemployed but lo 
the biggest, richest, most re¬ 
sourceful conwrations you 
can find, preferably in your 
own country but if not. then 
any\vhere in the world.”

"It’s a pride shared by all 
new Canadians. We have a 
feeling toward Canada that is 
warmer than that of those 
wlio grew up in the country 
and never knew anything else.

Naval Missiles Make. History MPs Demand Dismissal 

Of Prison Service Heads 


Colonist— Los Angelos Times Service 

Aboard the Israeli missile 
boat Gaash — As this sleek, 
deadly vessel boiled through 
the sea at 35 knots, the com¬ 
mander of the Israeli missile 
boat squadron explained for 
the first time how his ships 
swept the Mediterranean 
clear of Syrian and Egyptian 
warships. 

What he described were’his¬ 
tory's first missile-to-missile 


naval engagements between 
warships—that occurred dur¬ 
ing the latest Middle East 
^onflict. Because of the Israe- 
It navy’s dramatic success, 
the missile boat actions are 
e.vpected to be studied closely 
by naval tacticians. 

“The first night of the war 
we went into action against 
the Syrians off Latakia,” said 
Captain Yumi, who under se¬ 
curity regulatipns can be 


identified only by hi.s first 
name. 

*1 was in the combat-infor¬ 
mation centre below decks 
and did not see the missiles 
flying around, so for me the 
battle had the feeling of a 
night training e.xercisc. 

"In the second battle. 1 had 
lost some of the feeling of ex¬ 
citement," Yuini added, a 
smile breaking thi-ough his 
rusty beard, "for by then 1 
was an old hand at naval bat¬ 
tles." 


Yumi was on the flying 
bridge of the Gaash, which 
means "storm” in Hebrew, 
ordering tight turns at high 
speed to show visitors the 
maneuverability of f h c 
135-foot boat off the Haifa 
naval base. 

The Gaash is one of the five 
French-built missile boats 
spirited out of Cherbourg har¬ 
bor during an embargo in 
December. 1969.' 

Yumi said that in the first 
battle, his force sank three 


Syriaji missile boats and a 
torpedo boat with Israeli Ga¬ 
briel missiles, and "a’'mines¬ 
weeper with gunfire. 

In the two subsequent bat¬ 
tles, Yumi said, on tlie nights 
of Oct. 10 and 11, four more 
Syrian Soviet-built missile 
lioats were sunk by Israeli 
warships with Gabriel rock¬ 
ets. 

Thus, .of Syria'.s estimated 
force of'eight or nine missile 
boats, seven have been sunk, 
according to the Israeli xlai-m.

Nielsen warned that action 
must be taken before some¬ 
thing really serious happens.

COMOX (CP)~A Canadian 
Forces spokesman says it is 
unusual that retired officers 
have flown aboard military 
aircraft or deer-bunting jun¬ 
kets to the Queen Charlotte 
Islands and predicted an in¬ 
quiry will be held. 

The spokesman added there i 
has been no directive for the 
flights to stop.' 

He wa.s commenting on re^ 
ports of a recent influx of mil¬ 
itary planes on training and ' 
other missions into the civil¬ 
ian airport at Sandspit on the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. 

The spokesman said ser- ; 
vicemen are entitled to fly ' 
aboard military plans for per- | 
sonal reasons if space per- i 
mits, but he did not know if ! 
this also applies to retired of- 1 
ficers. j 

It has been disclosed that .14 ] 
servicemen and retired of¬ 
ficers had been dropped t>ff in 
Sandspit for recreational pur- j 
poses, such as hunting and i 
fishing, during four flights by | 
•vn i 1 i t a r y aircraft since | 
August. 

The spokesman said aulho- : 
rization for the retired of¬ 
ficers to fly aboard one of the 
flights wa.s issued by Pacific 
headquarters of the Mffritime 
Command. 

According to the spokes¬ 
man. use of military aircr'afi 
to transport cargo such as 
deer would not transgre.sr any 
regulations since the car¬ 
casses would be considered 
personal baggage. 

.Some residents of the Queen 
Charlotte Islands have com¬ 
plained because they .say the 
military says it has insuf¬ 
ficient resources for air-sea 
rescue in the area and tlien 
spends money on hunting 
ti'ips. 

An employee at the airport 
said the military aircraft sel¬ 
dom visit Sandspit except dur¬ 
ing the hunting and fishing 
seasons. Other residents claim 
the ser N't comen are wiping the 
islands of deer. 

The forces spokesman said 
whatever servicemen do with 
their days off is up to them. 

“If seats are available, they 
can fly on military aircraft.” 

Meanw'hile Defence Min¬ 
ister James Richardson has 
defended the search-and-res- 
cue crews on the west roast, 
describing them as "most 
heroic and most selfless.” 

He was replying to Com¬ 
mons criticism hy John 
Fraser (PC Vancouver 

South). who a^ked for an ex¬ 
planation of the .service 
record of 412 .Squadron at 
Coniox. 

F'raser cited published fig¬ 
ures indicating the squadron 
had trouble with its three Buf¬ 
falo fixed-w'ing a ire raft and 
three I^abrador helicopters. 
Ho said this affected the 
squadron's ability to respond 
to an emergency. 

Richardson replied that the 
l„abrador’s serviceability 
lecord was an average 7.1.7 
per cent and had reached 90 
per cent at times. This was 
good “by any standard, mili¬ 
tary or civilian” for a com¬ 
plex helicopter. 

The Buffalo.s. meanwhile, 
currently were 61.1 per cent 
.serviceable, about 10 per cet 
higher than standards set hy 
the transport department. 

In 1972, he said, 130 aircraft 
searches were undertaken 
and only four were unsuccess¬ 
ful. This was “an outstanding 
record." 

Richardson said the search- 
and-re.scue fiersonncl were 
“particularly dedicated and 
. . . particularly proficient." 

Fraser and P'rank Howard 
I .NOP .Skeena» wore highly 
critical of the squadron Iasi 
week. Howard pelted Richard¬ 
son with questions about 
armed fircea aircraft <-arry- 
ing forces’ personnel on 
hunting trips.

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II has been my custom, 
alonR about the first week in 
September, to start bcatinp 
my Rums in this, column and 
utterinR dire warninRs as to 
what will hap|)en if you don’t 
get youi’ bulbs ordered and 
planted promptly. There Is 
one kind, though, with which 
the Johnny-s^^ome-lately will 
score over ttte early bird 
every lime — the bullK)US iris. 

Planted too early, iris bulbs 
will start growing right off 
the bat and will come i)opping 
out of the ground just in lime 
to gel their noses nipped by 
winter frost. Set in the ground 
in late October and early Nt)- 
vemljer. they content lliem- 
selves with just making roots, 
l»ushlng up no to[)gnAvlh 
until spring... 

These bulbs have a qiost in¬ 
teresting history. It begins in 
the year 15G4 when the Bel¬ 
gian botanist Clusius made a 
.journey through Spain and be¬ 
came acquainted with two 
kinds of buhxms irises which 
grow wild in that country. 

In his writings he called

them Iris xiphium, with blue 
flowers, and I. lusitanica, yel¬ 
low. He collected- specimens 
of these bulbs and brought 
tliem back to Flanders where 
they t«jpk to the Low Coun¬ 
tries climate like the prover¬ 
bial duck takes to water. 

SlK>rlly after the turn of the 
cimtttry, several of tlic lead¬ 
ing commercial bulb growers 
in Holland used these two 
Spanish irises as as i>arenLs in 
a breeding e.xperiment. TTie 
result was an entirely new 
family of irises, with larger 
and broader flowers than ei¬ 
ther of the parents and bloom¬ 
ing quite a bit earlier in the 
season. It is this race we 
know as the Dutch iris. 

One of the fii^st of these 
early hybrids is our old friend 
\Vc(lgw<x)d, a grand cut flower 
and one of the best for forcing 
and ixjl culture too. It makes 


large flowers on stiDng, 
straight stems with Wedg¬ 
wood blue standards and tails 
of a slightly paler shade, with 
a yellow blotch. 

I should pause here to ex¬ 
plain that in iris language the 
"standards” are the three 
upright petals w’hile the 
"falls” are the drooi>crs...^ 

Imperator, another of tlie 
early developments in the 
Dutch hybridizing program, 
bhxHTis a little later than 
Wedgw(KxJ, and in a most 
beautiful deep blue shade. 
Both Wcdgw'o^ and Imijera- 
tor are ine.xijensivo bulbs, 
limning around a dollar per 
dozen. 

Lemon Queen is a grand 
iris, growing a bit taller than 
most of its fellows and bloom¬ 
ing somewhat later, thereby 
keeping the show going after 
the early birds have packed 


up. The standards arc a clear 
lemon yellow with the falls in 
a deeper yellow shade. 

My wife and I have never 
been able to agree as to which 
is the best bulbous iris in our 
small collection. Her favorite 
is one called Princess Irene, 
and I must admit it is a most 
graceful flower, with silvery 
white standards and deep 
orange falls marked with yel- 
low. 

I have an idea that Agnes’s 
fondness for Princess Irene is 
influenced, at least in part, by 
the fact that this variety lasts 
a long time in w'ater and 
doesn’t drop its petals nor 
drip sticky pollen all over the 
polished furniture. 

My own choice would lie bc- 
h\'een Professor Blauw and 
While Perfection, sometimes 
listed in the catalogues as 
White Superior. Professor 
Blauw makes a tall, long¬ 
stemmed plant with very 
large flowers in a singularly 
clear shade of ultramarine 
blue, while \\’hite Perfection 
could easily be mistanke for 
an exotic white orchid.

The one problem of Bonnie Prince Don’s asstiming the 
presidency is that he is too young to serve, and a regent 
would have to be appointed to run the affairs of the country. 

The nobleman most talked about to serve as regent is 
Bcbe Rebozo who holds the title of the Duke of Biscayne. 

The duke is probably the closest intimate of the Ni.xon 
family, and lias served the president by administering the 
vast land holdings that the Nixons have accumulated in the 
last five years. 

But after Btinnie Prince Don, there are no more male 
heirs in line for the presidency. 

Therefore, someone would have to be found outside the 
Ni.xon family. 

This might cause a great deal of consternation through¬ 
out the country, because it would be hard for anyone to agree 
on a president that did not come from the Nixon royal 
bloodline of succession. 

There is some talk of changing the consitit^tion so that 
Julie Eisenhower could inherit the role in case "her father ab¬ 
dicates. but the male chauvinists in parliament have said 
they would never allow it. 

★ ★ ★ 

A compromise candidate if none of the Nixon heirs could 
serve is Paul Delisle, the maitre d’hotel at tlie Sans Souci res¬ 
taurant. 

While he has no royal blood, he has served the aristocra¬ 
cy of Washington in and out of court for many years. 

The country has never had a maitre d’hotel as president 
before, but the way things are going, many people have in¬ 
dicated they would be willing to give it a try.

What w'e perceive as Nixon’s passion for secrecy — fpr 
saying one thing publicly and feeling another privately — is 
not unique or perhaps even excessive in him; it is a peculiar 
ingrowth of the whole political process, which it took the Wa¬ 
tergate scandal to place under the magnifying-glass of public 
scrutiny. But it has always existed, in “good” presidents as 
well as "bad” ones. 

This is why Hughes speaks of "aJ the masks wx)m and all 
the charades acted by the Republic’s first 37 presidents.” The 
presidency, as evolved in the U.S., is essentially a dramatic 
role; the president is an acthr upon a stage, and the best 
actor tends to get elected, not necessarily the most competent 
or qualified candidate. 

★ ★ ★ 

Once cast in the leading role, he is as committed to his 
’’script ”< as any actor, and must subordinate his personal 
feelings and opinions to the i>ersona he presents to the public. 
Even Eiscnhjwcr, who "resented the institution (of die presi¬ 
dency) as an intrusion, a bore, and a burden," felt obliged to 
say publicly, "this is a wonderful institution,” and to conceal 
his true attitude toward the office and its encumbrances. 

Real reform nxust come from the public, not irom the 
presidential side. When the American public is sophisticated 
enough to demand, and recognize, rock-bottom sincerity in its 
candidates, then and only then w'ill the actor relinquish his 
role and the statesman emerge from the cocoon of secrecy.

Powers Broadened 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
.judiciary committee of the 
House of Representatives 
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armed its chairman with 
broad new subpoena powers 
Tuesday as a first step in its 
investigation o f possible 
grounds for impeaching Pres¬ 
ident Nixon. 

Over solid Republican op¬ 
position, the committee voted 
21 to 17 to authorize Demo¬ 
cratic chairman Peter Rodino 
to issue subpoenas for evi¬ 
dence and witnesses needed in 
the inquiry. 

Rodino promised to use the 
new power sparingly and to 
consult with the ranking com¬ 
mittee Republican. Represeift- 
ative Edward Hutchinson of 
Michigan, before invoking it. 

Rodino, in convening the 
committee meeting, said he 
view's the prospect of im¬ 
peachment "with a deep 
sense of sadness and abiding 
concern for the future of our 
democratic system of govern¬ 
ment." 

But he .said since Nixon’s 
dismissal of Archibald Cox as 
special Watergate prosecutor

Cost of the study is estimat¬ 
ed at 5123,(X)0 and will take 
seven to nine months. 

Chairman of the group is J. 
R. M. Wilson, Toronto, recent¬ 
ly retired senior partner of 
Clarkson, I^rdon and Co. and 
a pa^t president of the Cana¬ 
dian Institute of Chartered 
Accountants. 

Other members are Marcel 
Belanger, Quebec Gty, an 
economics professor at Laval 
University and former chair¬ 
man of the Quebec royal com¬ 
mission on taxation; and A. 
Lome Campbell, a Winnipeg 
lawyer and former president 
of the Canadian Bar Associa¬ 
tion. 

Macdonell said the indepen¬ 
dent study is needed to keep 
the auditor-general’s office in 
line with changing conditions. 

"During the past quarter cen- 




tury, the involvement of gov¬ 
ernment in the lives of Cana¬ 
dian citizens, and the magni¬ 
tude of both taxation and gov- 
e r n m e n t spending, have 
grown enormously," he said.

Mideast-Force 
Canadians 
Are Handymen 


O'TTAWA (CP) — Canadian forces will do every* 
tiling from cooking to driving trucks when they join the 
new United Nations emergency force in the Middle 
East. 

They will provide air transportation, com¬ 
munications, engineering, cooking, maintenance of 
their own equipment and supply water, fuel and other 
needs. Defence Minister James Richardson told report¬ 
ers Tuesday. 

He gave the details after External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell Shaip announced in the C3ommons that Canada 
has accepted a UN request to join the 7,000-man force 
in a support role. 

Richardson said between 300 and 400 men could be in 
the Middle East within seven days. 

Jeeps to Helicopters 

They will have 350 Canadian vehicles, from jeeps to 
five-ton trucks, three Buffalo aircraft and three Huey 
helicopters as they supply all support for the entire UN 
f.irce. 

Most of tlie equipment will be flown to the Middle 
East altix>ugh a sea shipment could be necessary later. 

Richardson said it is too early to say the exact size 
of the Canadian force, but it will be between 1,000 and 
1,500 men. 

l^Iany of the men would be taken from the Canadian 
Airborne Regiment based in Edmonton, the outfit desig¬ 
nated to provide peacekeeping roles. 

Specialists Combined 

But the regiment, including support units, amounts 
only to about 900 men so the forces will have to draw 
specialist troops from other units. Signallers probably 
will come from a unit in Kingston, Ont. 

About 600 men of the airborne regiment returned 
this week from routine desert training in California. 

Richardson said the Canadians will be armed with 
side arms, rifles and machine-guns for defence of their 
base, tlie site of wliich has not been determined. 

This is different from recent Vietnam obsen'er ex¬ 
perience when the men carried only pistols for personal 
protection.

Going Ahead 


QUAUCUM BEACH - 
Work is scheduled to com¬ 
mence this week on construc¬ 
tion of new fire.hall in Quali- 
cum Beach. It will be built by 
the village and will have five 
bays plus an unfinished area 
upstairs. Estimated cost of 
the building is $40,000. 

The village council had an¬ 
ticipated that construction 
would start about a month 
ago but due to unforseen cir¬ 
cumstances it was stalled. 

The new fire hall will be 
built on the section of 
Primrose St. immediately be¬ 
hind the present hall. Recent¬ 
ly the village council acquired 
the short stretch of road and 
is closing it. The village has 
also brought the adjticcnt lot 
and this will be used for a 
septic tank, drainage field 
and firemen’s parking lot. If 
necessary it can be used for 
some future e.xpansion of the 
new fire hall. 

When the new hall is com¬ 
pleted in appixpcimately five 
to sLx months, the old hall will 
be tom down and the area 
landscaped. 


The village is hiring e.xtra 
men who will be paid at union 
rates. They will do the con¬ 
crete work, framing and some 
other parts of the construc¬ 
tion. The remainder, includ¬ 
ing plumbing, heating,, wiring 
and roofing, will be done by. 
subcontractors. 

The volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment has three vehicles and 
the present hall has only twx) 
bays. District 69 Ambulance 
Society’s vehicle will be ac¬ 
commodated in the new fire 
halt. It is anticipated that tlie 
fii-e depautment will require a 
second pumpei* truck at some 
future date and there will be 
room for this in one of the 
bays. 

The exterior of tlie building 
will have ?|^tucco finish and 
cedar siding and a cedar 
shake ixxif. The interior of the 
second floor will probably be 
finished by volunteer firemen 
using funds that they have on 
hahd. The upstairs area will 
be used for training and rec¬ 
reation and may in years to 
come have living quarters for 
paid firemen.

Schools Plans

LAKE COWICHAN — Voters will be asked to 
approve a $720,000 schooPbuilding program for the 
Lake CoNvichan school district when they go to the 
polls in the Nov. 17 municipal elections.

The school board has established a committee 
to provide information on the program to taxpay¬ 
ers before the Nov. 17 vote.

Ar)artjnent renting, con¬ 
dominiums, co-operative hous¬ 
ing — these are the three 
main alternatives for those in 
the Victoria area housing 
market uho find single¬ 
dwelling prices too high to 
handle. 

But all tliree bring their 
oun problems. 

Finding an apartment to 
rent in ^e Capital Region—at 
almost any price—i^ difficult. 

Summer figures released 
by the Victoria Real Estate 
Board and Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation 
show an over-all apartment 
vacancy rate of less than 1.5 
per cent, under half the sum¬ 
mer rate in 1972. 

The scarcity is compounded 
by the growing number of 
apartment buildings being 
converted into condominiums. 

Before Jan. 1. 1972, federal 
income tax law had made it 
possible for apartment.-^ to l>e 
used as a tax urite-off which 
gave the building a value far 
beyond rental retum. Tlie law 
was changed. The shelter j)ro- 
vision was removed and this 
meant many existing apart¬ 
ments became uheconomic to 
run. 

A spring amendment to the 
provincial Strata Titles Act 
gave municipalities the power 
to screen all applications 
from develof)ers wanting to 
convert their apartments into 
condominiums, and afforded 
some protection for tenants. 

Several municipalities are 
still engaged in weighing 
hardships caused tenants 
through such conversions 
against die “rights” of a[>art-

ment ownei's do what Uiey 
want with their buildings. 

And so a new feeling of in¬ 
security has been injected 
into the lives of a substantial 
number of elderly Victorians 
who prefer to rent an apart¬ 
ment suite rather than having 
the caies of single-family or 
condominium ow nership. 

For the >x)ung family, 
apartment-style condominium 
living—with units selling at 
little less than for older sin¬ 
gle-family houses—does not 
contain all the answers. 

Many have found the 
average frame apaiTment 
c mstructi )n is not designed to 
ab.sorb the patter of noisy 
childish feet. Others have 
ix)inted out lack of storage 
space and play areas for 
children in many con¬ 
dominiums. 

Others have found It hard to 
accept co-operative-style con¬ 
dominium management ("one 
or two families always cause 
all the trouble”). And some, 
like Victoria electronics tech¬ 
nician Frank Frau, who has 
been house-hunting for three 
years, look on condominiums 
as a bad investment. 

Says Frau: “For the price 
of a condominium it’s much 
better to buy a house. At least

you have tlie land value when 
you buy. It’s the value of the 
land that goes right up.” 

On the other hand, con¬ 
dominiums (whether styled as 
apartments or row-houses) 
remain at least J15.(X)0 cheap¬ 
er than new single-family 
homes which are hard to 
build for under $40.(XX) any¬ 
where in urban Greater Vic¬ 
toria. 

It is now possible for a' 
young married couple with a 
child and a total income of 
$8(X) a month to buy a new 
521.000 condominium with a 
downpayment of as little as 
5200 plus legal fees and other 
expenses and monthly pay¬ 
ments of around 5170, includ¬ 
ing municipal pro|)erty taxes. 

Here is the breakdown: 
Residence in B.C. for a year 
might qualify the couple for a 
51,(WO B.C. home acquisition 
grant which could then be 
used towards the 5 per cent 
down payment required under 
the new federally-assisted 
home ownership program. 

The couple would thus have 
to put up only 5200 (plus ex¬ 
penses) of the 51,200 deposit 
required. Tlie remaining 
amount — just under 
$23,000—would then be repaid 
at an interest rate of 9’a per 
cent over a i>eriod of .35 years, 
Thi.s would mean payments of 


bought from the city of Vic¬ 
toria last January for 
5350,OpO, to the co-operative at 
$14,000 a year for 50 years. 

The Pioneer 0>operative 
Housing . Foundation, wliicli • 
was formed last FMiruary, 
and its elected board of direc¬ 
tors will be respor^ible for 
the project’s administration.

$2,000 as a downpayment or 
share in the co-v>perative, 
which they get back in cash 
plus inflation coverage if they 
want to leave.,Housing is kept 
low-cost over the years l>e- 
cau.se s|x?culalion on the units 
is eliminated. 

However, many Canadians, 
brought up with a “home-is- 
my-castle” attitude, think of 
buying a house as an invest¬ 
ment—the biggest investment 
they’ll ever make—and are 
wary of such schemes, 
whether government-assisted 
or not. 

Attitudes may have t> 
change in the face of spirall¬ 
ing costs. “Do they really 
want the Investment or do 
they just want the shelter?” 
asked one Victoria realtor. 

What she could have said 
was that investment is a luxu¬ 
ry, housing is for shelter.

The spokesman said ser- 
ricemen are entitled to fly 
aboard military plans for per¬ 
sonal reasons if space per¬ 
mits, but he did not know if 
this also applies to retired of¬ 
ficers. 

It has been disclosed that 34 
servicemen and retired of¬ 
ficers had been dropped off in 
Sandspit for recreational pur¬ 
poses, such as hunting and 
fishing, during four flights by 
military aircraft since 
August. 

The spokesman said autho¬ 
rization for the retired of¬ 
ficers to fly aboard one of the 
flights w'as Issued by Pacific 
headquarters of the Maritime 
Command. 

According to the spokes¬ 
man, use of military aircraft 
to transport cargo such as 
deer would not transgress any 
regulations since the car¬ 
casses would be considered 
personal baggage. 

Some residents of the Queen

plained because they say the 
military says it has insuf¬ 
ficient resources for air-sea 
rescue in the area and then 
.spends money on hunting 
trips. 

An employee at the airport 
said the military aircraft sel¬ 
dom visit Sandspit except dur¬ 
ing the hunting and fishing 
seasons. Other residents claim 
the servicemen are wiping tlie 
islands of deer. 

The forces spokesman said 
w’hatever servicemen do with 
their days off is up to them. 

“If seats are available, they 
can fly on military aircraft.”

ister James Richardson has 
defended the search-and-res- 
cue crewrs on the w’est coast, 
describing them as “most 
heroic and most selfless.” 

He was replying to Com¬ 
mons criticism by John 
Fraser (PC — Vancouver 
South), who asked for an ex¬ 
planation of the service 
record of 442 Squadron at 
Comox. 

,^Fraser cited published fig¬ 
ures indicating the squadron 
had trouble with its three Buf¬ 
falo fixed-wing aircraft and 
three Labrador helicopters. 
He said this affected the 
squadron’s ability to respond 
to an emergency. 

Richardson replied that the 
Labrador’s serviceability 
record was an average 73.7 
per cent and had reached 90 
per cent at times. This was 


good “by any standard, mili¬ 
tary or civilian” for a com¬ 
plex helicopter. 

The Buffalos, meanwhile, 
currently were 63.1 per cent 
serviceable, about 10 per cet 
higher than standards set by 
the transport department. 

In 1972, he said, 130 aircraft 
searches were undertaken 
and only four were unsuccess¬ 
ful. This was “an outstanding 
record.” 

Richardson said the search- 
and-rescue perspnnel were 
“particularly dedicated and 
. . . particularly proficient.” 

Fraser and Frank Howard 
(NDP — Skeena) were highly 
critical of the squadron last 
week. Howard pelted Richard¬ 
son with questions about 
armed forces aircraft carry¬ 
ing forces’ personnel on 
hunting trips.

Cowichan Indians have 
agreed to stop spear fishing in 
the Cowichan River until fish¬ 
eries authorities are satisfied 
that enough chinook salmon 
have gone upstream to spawn. 

The river has been closed to 
fishing for a week by agree¬ 
ment with band leaders, but 
may be opened again this 
week, regional fisheries direc¬ 
tor Rod Hourston said Tues¬ 
day in Vancouver. 

He said that at a meeting 
last week between band of¬ 
ficials end fisheries officers, 
the Indians agreed to take 


dow'n a weir built across the 
river on the band’s Quami- 
chan reserve and agreed to 
take out a band permit for 
food fishing. 

District fisheries superin¬ 
tendent Bill W’insby of Nanai¬ 
mo said band spear fishermen 
checked by fisheries officers 
Friday stopped when advised 
the river was closed. 

Winsby denied a report that 
the fisheries officers were 
menaced by two men with 
guns. He said guns were in 
evidence but suggested the 
men “were probably just 
hunting on the reserve.”

Resource 
Centre 
For Band 

ft)RT HARDY — A dual 
I'urpose is to be served by a 
resource centre planned for 
Tsulquate Indian reserve. 

Essentially it will be a large 
home for the temporary care 
of children ranging to age 
from infancy to early teens, 
but it will also function as an 
evening educational facility 
where the women members of 
the band will receive instruc¬ 
tion in child care, w’eaving 
and other crafts. 

In addition, it is hoped the 
centre will serve as a focal 
point for various outdoor cere¬ 
monial occasions Involving 
all the members of the band. 

The building will be cot- 
structed of rough cedar sid¬ 
ing^ colunms and beams to an 
effort to match the simplicity 
of traditional Indian struc¬ 
tures. 


Through the program, 
which is aimed at girls and 
boys between the ages of 16 
and 18, students who are un¬ 
able to function adequately 
within regular school pro¬ 
grams are given general 
readiness for entering the 
labor force by the provision of 
school-sponsored experience 
in various work areas. 

“It’s purpose is not to train 
for a specific job but rather to 
train the individual to become 
a worker,” C>ox said. 

Students are placed on the 
job with assistance from the 
schools and w'ork generally 
during the regular school 
hours. 


The students do not receive 
money unless the employer is 
free to engage the student for 
part-time, weekend or sum¬ 
mer employment. Cox said 
employers are encouraged io 
do so should the student prove 
to be an asset. 

Generally the students in¬ 
volved in the program arc 
boys and girls “whose inter¬ 
ests and abilities are such 
that they will not likely be 
furthering their education 
be^nd a Grade 10 level, Cox 
said. “Some students, howev¬ 
er, have been sufficiently mo¬ 
tivated by the program to 
pursue a course of studies at 
vocational school or through 
aiiprenticcslilp programs.” 


The objective of the wtirk 
experience program is to pro¬ 
vide worthwhile learning ex¬ 
periences for students \vhlch 
are within their capabilities 
and which will motivate them 
in academic and vocational 
studies as well as to personal 
development. 

Cox noted that by participa¬ 
ting in the program, employ¬ 
ers gain by having some addi¬ 
tional help, to their establish¬ 
ments, have an opportunity to 
train future workers without 
cost and have satisfaction 
from the knowledge that they 
are helping the community al- 
leriate the problem of un¬ 
trained and unskilled youths 
entering the labor force.

OTTAWA (CP) — For the 
first time since C>Dnfederation, 
the responsibilities of the au¬ 
ditor-general’s department 
will be reviewed "in all its 
aspects," Auditor-General 
James Macdonell announced 
Tuesday. 

Macdonell, in his first ap¬ 
pearance before the Commons 
public accounts committee, 
introduced the members of a 
three-man study group he 
commissioned to make the re¬ 
view, saying a review is need¬ 
ed before a new auditor- 
general act, now being draft¬ 
ed. is introduced. 

Cost of the study is estimat¬ 
ed at $123.(X)0 and will take 
seven to nine months. 

Chairman of the group is J. 
R. M. Wilson, Toronto, recent¬ 
ly retired senior partner of 
Clarkson, CK)rdon and Co. and 
a past president of the Cana¬ 
dian Institute of Chartered 
Accountants. 

Other members are Marcel 
Belanger, Quebec City, an 
economics professor at Laval 
University and former chair¬ 
man of the Quebec royal com¬ 
mission on taxation; and A. 
Lome Campbell, a Winnipeg 
lawyer and former president 
of ^e Canadian Bar Associa¬ 
tion. 

Macdonell said the indepen¬ 
dent study is needed to keep 
the auditor-general’s office in 
line with changing conditions. 

"During the past quarter cen¬ 


tury, the involvement of gov¬ 
ernment in the lives of Cana¬ 
dian citizens, and the magni¬ 
tude of both taxation and gov- 
e r n m e n t spending, have 
grown enormously," he said. 

"I therefore feel that, be¬ 
fore new legislation is in¬

Mideast-Force 
Canadians 
A re Handymen 


OTTAWA (CPI — Canadian forces will do every¬ 
thing from cooking to driving trucks when they join the 
new United Nations emergency force in the Middle 
East. 

They will provide air transportation, com¬ 
munications, engineering, cooking, maintenance of 
their own equipment and supply water, fuel and other 
needs. Defence Minister James Richardson told report¬ 
ers Tue.sday. 

He gave the details after External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell .Sharp announced in the Commons that Canada 
has accepted a UN request to join the 7,000-man force 
in a support role. 

Richardson said between 300 and 400 men could be in 
the Middle East within seven days. 

Jeeps to Helicopters 

They will have 350 Canadian vehicles, from jeeps to 
five-ton trucks, three Buffalo aircraft and three IKiey 
helicopters as they supply all support for the entire UN 
fjrce. 

Most of the equipment will be flown to the Middle 
East although a sea shipment could be necessary later. 

Richardson said it is too early to say the exact size 
of the Canadian force, but it will be between 1,000 and 
1,500 men. 

Many of the men would be taken from tlie Clanadian 
Airborne Regiment based in Edmonton, the outfit desig¬ 
nated to provide peacekeeping roles. 

Specialists Combined 

But the regiment, including support units, amounts 
only to about 900 men so the forces will have to draw 
specialist troops from other units. Signallers probably 
will come from a unit in Kingston, Ont. 

About 600 men of the airborne regiment returned 
this week from routine desert training in California. 

Richardson said the Canadians w'ill be armed with 
side arms, rifles and machine-guns for defence of their 
base, the site of which has not been determined. 

This is different from recent Vietnam observer e.x- 
perience w’hen the men carried only pistols for personal 
protection.

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Blame for Soaring Costs Vague in Fin ancial Maze 

Real Estate Puzzle: Where Are the Brakes? 


Few would argue tliat the 
province’s first housing min¬ 
ister, Lome Nicolson, has in¬ 
herited one of B.C.'s biggest 
inflationary headaches. 

The diagnosis of the chronic 
housing situation is complicat¬ 
ed. 

Many factors are to blame: 

V' labor, materials, interest 
rates, liigher standards—the 
list is endless. But, the most 
alarming increase has been^ 
the cost of land, whether raw 
or serviced. 

Removing the land cost — 
which in many ca.ses repre¬ 
sents the all-important down 
payment on a home — would 
be the most effective f)ain- 
reliever for this inflationary 
Illness. 

Many question the means to 
achieve this. Some will argue 
that fast-buck speculation and 
tlie deliberate hoaitling of 
land by developers are resjx)n- 
sible for driving up prices. 
“Take the market out of 
housing” by massive govern¬ 
ment land acquisition and the 
situation will stabilize the ar¬ 
gument runs. 

Those in the real estate 
business favor “putting the 
market back into housing” by 
reducing or lifting many of 
the government restrictions 
oil buildable land and seem- 
dngly endless municipal red 
tape, thus cooling off the mar¬ 
ket. 

^.Ia^y suburban residents — 


some Of whom bought their 
land and house under more 
fa\orable conditions than the 
present — are sick of the 
sight of indiscriminate ur¬ 
banization gobbling up the 
landscape. They put strong 
pressure on their municipal 
councils for tighter land con¬ 
trols and higher quality sub¬ 
division standards. 

New subdivisions have ever- 
highcr servicing standards: 
sewers rather than septic 
tanks, high quality streets and 
underground wiring. 

Ordinary 6,(XX)-square-fo(M 
serviced lots in Gordon Head 
selling for $7,500 to $8,000 a 
year ago now command 
$14,000 to $15,000 according to 
Saanich builder Frank 
Krieger. 

Most of the increase is sim¬ 
ply attributable to land infla¬ 
tion but Krieger estimates hi? 
servicing costs on the average 
lot have risen $2,000 to $5,000 
over the jxfst couple of 
years. 

Builders also claim they 
face inordinately long delays 
(in some cases up to two 
yeai’s) in getting municipal 
subdivision approval. The loss 
of investment for the period 
is. of course, passed on to the 
home purchaser. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s freeze on agricultural 
land has been blamed for 
holding up subdivision 
processing, increasing munici-

Public health services in 
Greater Victoria W’ill be taken 
over by the Capital Regional 
Board starting April 1, 1974, 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
said Tuesday. 

In a move which has been 
discussed for some time, ad¬ 
ministration of these ser¬ 
vices would be transferi-ed to 
the btiard fix>m the govern¬ 
ment, Cocke said in an inter¬ 
view. 

Under the present setup, the 
Greater Victoria health board 
acts as a sort of advisory 
body whose programs must 
be approved by Cocke’s de¬ 
partment. 

This has caused problems of 
red tape, staffing and financ¬ 
ing in the past. 

Cocke said the Capital Re¬ 
gion now operates under a 
global budget and so it will be 
able to decide how' funds are 
allocated for specific public 
health programs without re- 
(juiring government approval 
for each move.

He said it falls in line with 
the government’s announced 
policy of de-centralization of 
health ser\'ices. 

“We are bringing services 


back to the people who re¬ 
quire them.” 

Current staff will not suffer 
in terms of salaries, pensions 
or benefits as a result of the 
transfer of jurisdiction, he 
added. 

Capital Regional Board 
chairman J. M. Campbell said 
later the takeover date an- 
noumed by Cocke confirmed 
an understanding the board 
had with the minister. 

“I am pleased that this has 
been setUed,” said Campbell, 
“Now’ we have a lot of or¬ 
ganizing to do getting ready 
for the target date.” 

He said the board would be 
absorbing 130 to 140 staff 
members of the present 
health board and might have 
to add to their number. v 

“Then we have to set up a 
health organization that will 
be jiroperly responsible to the 
public.”

Linus Pauling, eminent 
chemist, champion of vitamin 
C and the only man ever to 
win tw’O unshared Nobel 
prizes, made a brief stoi>over 
in Victoria Tuesday, when he 
said that correct use of vi¬ 
tamins could cut illness in all 
age groups by as much as 75 
I>er cent. 

Pauling, 72, who admits to 
taking 6,000 milligrams of vi¬ 
tamin C every day, told re- 
iwrters at a news conference 
that this and other vitamins 
improve genetic health, and 
reduce viral and bacterial dis¬ 
eases and heart problems. 

Earlier he had attended the 
Legislature where Premier 
Barrett introduced him as “a 
brilliant chemist and a great 
humanitarian.” 

At the press conference, 
Pauling said governments or 
church groups should set up 
educational programs telling 
people just how beneficial vi¬ 
tamins can be. 

The medical profession, 
meanwhile, was not doing a 
good job in the area of nutri¬ 
tion, said Pauling who 
sparked an international fur¬ 
ore by singing the praises of 
vitamin C. 


“The medical profession as 
a whole has ignored the con¬ 
cept of better health through 
better nutrition. 

“There has been enormous 
agitation over the last three 
years o\er my claims but tlie 
amount of opposition is no 
longer so great.” 

Pauling had just returned 
from a day in the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, where he 
had attended a seminar or- 
g a n i z e d by Dr. Hugh 
McGuire, a personal friend. 
McGuire is advancing a ' 
scheme of bringing lop-flight 
medicine to isolated regions 
through the use of satellite 
transmissions. 

The scientist said at the 
news conference that the gov<- 
ernment could supply the vi¬ 
tamin needs of the 7,000 resi¬ 
dents of the Queen Charlottes 
at a cost of about $25,000 a 
year. 

Pauling, w’hose startling 
blue eyes and mental agility 
belie his age, also said that 
vitamins haiv^ a potential use 
in the widespread treatment 
of schizophrenia, another idea 
shunned by the medical es¬ 
tablishment. 

A researcher at Stanford 
University in dlalifomia, he 
won the Nobel Prize for 


chemistry In 1954 for his work 
in molecular bonding, and the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1962 for 


his stand 
weaiKjns.

At the present lime, he is 
working on an inexpensive 
method to determine the over¬ 
all health of human beings, 
which he says, can perhaps be 
done for as cheaply as $10.

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Dailly’s Bid for Talks 
Already Trustee Policy 


“We’ve been doing tliis for years” was the re¬ 
action of Greater Victoria school trustees Tuesday 
to a request by Edito^tion Minister Eileen Dailly 
that B.C. school boards hold public meetings to en¬ 
courage evaluation of educational services. 

Mrs. Dailly had asked the school boards to 
hold a meeting in every junior and secondary 
school before Dec. 10 to solicit views from students, 
parents and teachers. 

The Greater Victoria board, however, will ask 
the minister to forego her request that meetings be 
held in each of the 16 district schools within that 
time. 






Northridge re.sidents are 
“not a bit happy” that Saan¬ 
ich council is apparently still 
considering plans for a light 
industry park in the area, ac¬ 
cording to community spokes¬ 
man Mrs. Mary Szalai. 

Mrs. Szalai, president of the 
Northridge Community Assor 
ciation, said her group had 
written council early this year 
urging (he area in question — 
bounded by Glanford, V’anal- 
man and Mann - l)e used for 
improv'ed recreation facilitiei 
for the neighborh(X)d. 

“lliey said they w’ mid let us 
know before any plans were 
made for the area, the first 
thing we hear is in the 
par)er.” she said. 

Saanich plans for an indus¬ 
trial estate of nearly 100 acres 
— apparently contained in the 
still-secret report on munici¬ 
pal commerciakservice land 
—• were disclosed Monday by 
Aid. BiU Campbell. 

Mrs. Szalai wants a meeting 
at the earliest opportunity 
with council members to dis¬ 
cuss the proposal. She said 
opposition to such a proposal 
had been going on “for some 
years.” 

Following concern about 
two rezoning applications in¬ 
volving proposals for ware¬ 
house development in the 
area — one on Vanalman and 
one on Mann — Mrs. Szalai 
said she had visited Saanich 
municipal hall “every week 
since February trying to find 
out what w'as going on.” 

She was told the applica¬ 
tions and the question of an 


esthte for the area was being 
held up by Bill 42 — the agri¬ 
cultural land reserve bill. 

“They’re h^ing that w’e 
W’ill forget and then they’ll 
slip it in behind when we are 
not looking .. . they are not 
realV paying any attention to 
the people. 

However, Saanich planning 
chairman Aid. Frank Waring 
said Tuesday there was “no 
point in discussing it” until 
the current public hearings on 
tlie agricultural reserve w’ere 
finished. 

As for the special report on 
municipal commercial-service 
land use presented to council 
last May. Waring said it was 
“still under wraps.” 

He personally thought it 
would have been better if the 
report had been discussed in 
public “right away.” 

Waring said that as far a.s 
he was concerned, any such 
proposal for an industrial es¬ 
tate '“won’t go ahead without 
community involvement.” 

Saanich Mayor Hugh Curtis 
was unavailable for comment 
Tuesday night. 

Incumbent alderman Fred 
Severson and William Noel 
said Tuesday they wanted to 
be “disassociated” from any 
remarks made by Aid. Camp¬ 
bell, which they felt to be 
“premature.” 

Aid. Severson pointed out 
that he had gone on record as 
supporting an industrial es¬ 
tate in the ColWood-Langford 
area. He said Central Saanich 
could also be a possible loca¬ 
tion. 
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
